the partial and imperfect story oi 
that interview got into the newspa 
pers I do not know; certainly not 
with my knowledge or privity. Mis 
led by these reports, you telegraphed 
to Mr, Joy in London:

Brown, Shipley & Co., London: Did 
Mr. Blaine offer to appoint committee 
to suit you if you took Little Kock 
bonds off his hands? Henry Ward 
Beecher says you told him Blaine 
did.

the dinner, Sept. 29,1877, political 
matters were introduced, and among 
jther things Elaine's failure to re- 
ceive the nomination that went to 
ttayes.

Colored voters of the city of Deca- 


tnr, to the number of some thirty or 
forty, met at the court house last eve- 
ning, the object being the formation 
of an independent club. This action 
on the part of the "man and brother" 
had been brought about by certain 
slights and insults heape.. upon the 
colored voters by their republican 
bosses or taskmasters. 


The principal speaker of the eve- 


ning was Mr, Robert Winston, who 
eloquently and earnestly stated the 
object for which they were assembled. 
He reviewed the conduct of Mr. 
Shoekley, in stigmatizing them as "an 
expensive luxury," and threatening to 
"cut them loose," because they failed 
to pay their fare when going to 
Springfield at the bidding of the 
bosses to "swell the crowd and make 
a bis show." He also cited the slight 
they suffered in the Chambers ban 
ner affair, and the lock-out at head- 
quarters on their regular meeting 
night.

solve to "bolt the regular organiza- 
tion secure a meeting room or head- 
quarters of their own, and line out 
an "independent policy." Even those 
who voted against such a course last 
night were loud in their advocacy of 
it a few days ago. But they had evi- 
dently been "seen" by the bosseu. 
The sal-sodo of republican political 
promise had bean cnpsnled into their 
soured political stomachs, and when 
a vote was taken on the question of 
separate and independent organiza- 
tion, a decided majority expressed a 
willingness to kiss the hand that 
smote them, and continue as hewers 
of political wood and drawers of po- 
litical water for the grand old party— 
to forget and forgive the jibes and 
jeers, the slights and sneers, of which 
they have been the victims. And the 
meeting adjourned.
